Capt. Shirley of the local police de- 
partment went to Oakland to bring 
the “Bishop” to this city, but tte 
man -had been released on bond be- 
fore the officer arrived. 
This is the second action that 
Cosper has been defendant dn during 
the past few months. About two 
months ago he was made defendant 
in a civil suit instituted by Dr. Lona! 
Good, formerly secretary to the “Bis- 


hop” in which she seeks to secure 
$10,000. In the latter suit Dr. 
alleges,

her as secretary at a salary of $100 
per week, and that the “Bishop” had 
agreed to pay her an additional gal- 
ary of seven percent of his own 
salary. In her suit Dr. Good e- 
elares she has never received a cent 
for the year’s work she did as secre- 
tary to the institute’s head. 

In the complaint sworn to hy 
Dietrich, Cosper is charged’ with 
serious offenses, it is asserted. Diet- 
rich im the complaint, charges that 
Cosper and a dozen of his follow- 
ers appeared at the Dietrich home 
to attend Mrs. 
birth. Cosper, according to Diet- 
rich’s complaint, adyocated in his 
institute's teaching, “Nature’s way of 
Having children,” and that it took 
Cosper and a dozen or so of hts 
followers to conduct the “clinic.” 

Dietrich declares in the comploint 
that Cosper ‘and his followers held 
the “clinic” from 3 a, m. on the 
morning of August 28 until 2 a. m. 
on the morning of the following day, 
when Dr. Margaret Deininger-Keser

Britain Develops Method 
To Fuel Fast Warships 


ON THE MALTA STATION, Sep.- 


tember 5.—In modern naval emer- 
gencies the maintenance of speed is 


vital. To prevent waste of time a 


new scheme of oiling warships at 
sea whilst steaming at high speed 
1s being succéssfuly developed. 

‘Warships proceeding hurriedly tc 
far distance waters would need re- 
plenishment of fuel from such nava) 
bases as Malta and Singapore, and 
to stop at these ports would waste 
invaluable time. Hence the develop- 
ment of this new scheme. It is 
seemingly a simple method, but it 
demands assiduous courage and skill, 
for there is considerable risk in- 
volved when two ships are steaming 
side by side at high speeds. 

The captain of the battleship, on 
sighting the oiler which has been 
warned to wait for him, signals the 
course he wants her to take, and the 
necessary speed, both of which are, 
of course, relative to his own. In- 
termittent signals are exchanged to 
regulate the position and speed, and 
by an admirable piece of navigation 
the ships draw within 30 feet of 
each other. 

At a given signal from the captain 
of the oiler a rocket is fired which 
carries a line to the warship. A 
specially constructed cable carrying 
the oil hose is attached to the line, 
which is rapidly hauled abroad. The 
hose is cgnnected to oil fuel filing 
system, signals are exchanged, pump- 
ing from the oiler commences and 
500 tons of oil an hour are transfer- 
red from the oiler to the warship, 
whilst both vessels are pounding 
along at twenty knots.
